PASSENGERS' BAGGAGE('). 



7}ke attention of passengers arriving from the ContinetU is 
drawn to the follovnng regulations respecting the exami' 
nation of baggage. 

Attendance is given at the different baggage wareHonses in 

London, as follows : —

At the outports where post-office packets are stationed, or 
passage vessels employed, from 8 o'clock, a.h., until 8 o'clock, 
P.M., throughout the year, in case the arrival of any vessel with 
passengers shall render such attendance necessary. Also, where 
dispatch may be required on the arrival of ambassadors, foreign 
ministers, officers charged with public dispatches, Queen's 
messengers, and other persons in the employ of Grovemment, 
the proper officers are to give immediate attendance at all 
times, and, when necessary, the like attendances are to be 
given upon the departure of any vessel with passengers. 

In the event of vessels arriving with passengers when the 
examining officers are not in attendance, the lide Surveyor, 
being the visiting officer to the ship, wiU examine any trifling 
quantity of wearmg apparel only, and deliver the same to such 
passengers as may require it. 

After all the ba^ga^e shall have been landed, those passen- 
gers having only single packages will be entitled to have them 

0) The examining officers are to exercise a liberal discretion in the 
examination of fNkssengers' baggage, but should doubts arise upon any 
Articles brought, they are directed to put them aside until Tisited by the 
landing surreyixr, who will see that such discretionary powers are not 
abased, or carried to e^tnnas,^B, 0. Sfh Oc^, UB60, No. 102. 
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first examined ; the remaining passengers will then be called 
into the examination-room in rotation, according to the list 
furnished by tke captain; therefore, to ensure re^ulantr. 
passtogers snould see that their names are properly inserted 
therein. 

All wearing apparel, and articles not subject to duty^ afler 
being examined, will be immediately deliyered, provided the 
apparel has been worn, and not made up for the purpose of 
bemg introduced into this country without pajment of the 
proper duties. When passengers have no articles liable to 
duly, it will not be necessary for them to incur the expense of 
employing an agent to clear their baggage, as the same will be 
examined without any expense whatever on account of such 
examination by the proper officers of the Customs. 

Dutiable articles (not being merchandise) will be delivered 
to passengers immediately after examination, on the amount of 
duties due thereon being deposited with such accredited person 
as may be authorised to receive the same, and also a small 
sum for passing the entry (except at EolkstoneandEamsgate, 
where the latter charge is not made by the derk to the South 
Eastern Eailway Company ;) passengers may, however, pass 
their own entries, or employ their own agent, but this course 
wiU be attended with delay, as no credit can be given. 

All merchandise brought with baggage is liable to seizure ; 
such goods must be regularly reported and entered, and the 
regulations of the law, m all respects, strictly complied with. 
If any passenger shall, upon being questioned by the proper 
officer of Customs, deny that he or she has any goods liable 
to duty in his or her possession, and such goo£i be subse- 
quently discovered, they wiU be liable to seizure, and the 
passenger to a penalty of treble the value thereof. 

Books, Plate, or other articles upon which drawback might 
have been received, will be delivered, on the declaration of the 
passenger that no drawback was received thereon. When 
articles (not being merchandise) are liable to duty, and the 
proprietors do not wish to clear the same, they may be either 
abandoned or left in the Queen's warehouse for six months, in 
order to give the proprietors an opportunity of taking them 
back without payment of duty. 

These regulations are to be confined to cases where there is 
no improper proceeding, or attempt to unship or land articles 
without tne knowledge of the officers. All goods so unshipped 
or landed, and all articles found concealed, will be forfeited, 
together with the goods packed with them ; and eveiy person 
concerned in such transactions wiU be liable to a penalty of 
XOO^. or treble the value of the goods. 
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If it shall appear that any Licensed Agent has charged par- 
ties for Customs' duties, or other disbursements, more than he 
has actually paid, the Board will take measures for withdraw- 
ing his license, and for putting his bond in suit. — ^B. O. 24th 
Dec, 1847. 

Ambassadors* Baggage, — Her Majesty's Ministers, when 
returning fiom their missions, are to be treated with the usual 
respect. The practice is to examine two or three in propor- 
tion to every ten packages of their baggage ; and, regard 
being had as to what part of the world mey may come from 
the following may be allowed : — A tun of wine for every 
ambassador, and half a tun for every minister of inferior rank, 
together with wearing apparel, furniture, glass, china, books, 
papers, pictures, equipaj?es, or other articles, such as person- 
ages of the high rank of ambassadors may be supposed to re- 
quire for domestic purposes, and from long standmg courtesy. 
A few gallons of spirits, wax candles, tea and sugar, or choco- 
late, in small quantities. The extent of the privilege is six 
months from its date, and proof required that the pac^iges are 
the property of an ambassador, by his signature being affixed 
to a list of the number as well as the contents of each package. 
All articles subject to excise survey, are not to be dehvered 
without an Excise permit, or being accompanied by a Customs' 
OP Excise officer to their place of destination. — B. 0. 27th Jan., 
1831. 

The aforegoing privileges do not apply to ambassadors and 
ministers coming to this country on leave of absence, but only 
to such personages on fin^ally returning from their posts. —

the Board's satisfaction to be necessary to enable the party to 
follow any particular profession, such as a flute, or violin, or 
surgical instruments ; and that the article is bond fide the pro- 
perty, and has been in the constant use of the party in the 
ordinary exercise of his profession. — B. M. July, 1828. The 
admission of BeHgious Vestments, duty free, to be strictly 
confined to cases where they are bond fide the property of a 
clerical functionary (without regard to what persuasion he may 
belong), and imported by himself ,/br his own use, in the per- 
formance of religious duties — a personal certificate (*) to that 
effect must be required on all occasions where such remission 
of duty may be applied for.

Appointment of Warehousiiuf Ports and WareXmtses.^) — 
The XiOrds of the Treasury snail appoint thQ ports in tEe 
United Kingdom which shall be warehousing ports, and the 
Commissioners of Customs shall appoint in what warehouses 
or places of special security or of ordinaiy security goods may 
be warehoused (*) without payment of duty upon the first 
entry thereof. — S. % 



0) Warehouses cf Ordinaiy Seewrity.^Ht. Where bonded goods are aOoived 
to be deposited in any part of a stack of warehouses, the whole stack to be in 
the occupation and under the locks of the Grown. 

2nd. The tiles or slates of each roof to be well pointed internally, the ^7- 
lights stopped up and the rafters ceiled ; and when the floors are continued 
over a gateway, the same to be celled. 

8rd. A suflScient number of windows to be made in the building, to super, 
sede, as far as practicable, the necessity of using candles ; such windows to 
be secured by stout iron bars, deeply fixed in the brickwork, and on the 
ground-floor by shutters made to open internally, with strong hingjes thereon^ 
and a cross-bar to each window. , All windows opening into private yards or 
over other buildings, and all superfluous windows, together with the fire-places 
or chimneys, to be stopped up with brickwork. 

4th. The entrances to have strong doors, with screw staples and hasp8» 
each screw secured by a nut, and rivetted on the inside, to prevent the 
fastenings from being drawn ; and such doors shall open into the street, or 
other public way. 

Sth. The capstems of such warehouses to be separated from the rooms 
by well-boarded partitions, nailed on the inside. 

6th. When any such warehouse is submitted for Approval, the offieer, in 
addition to the forgoing particulars, is also to report whether there are aay 
windows which overlook the roof of the warehouse proposed ; and if so, 
transmit the plan of the building, showing its relative situation, and state bow 
far, in his opinion, the security of it is thereby diminished. — B. O. 28th Aug., 
1825.

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Warehouses of special security (^). — ^Warehouses of special 
security to be so stated on their appointment; warehouses 
connected with wharfs and within walls, and being appointed 
to be legal quays, shall, without any order of the Commis- 
sioners -of Customs be warehouses for the purposes of this act 
for all goods landed at such wharfs or quays at anv port ap- 
pointed to be a warehousing port, and all such ^rehouses 
shall be warehouses of special security. — S. 3. 

Warehouses and bonds. — ^All appointments of warehouses 
made under the authority of any other act, and all bonds given 
in respect of goods warehoused, or entered to be warehoused, 
under any act in force, at the time of the commencement of 
this act, shall continue in force.

— If any goodf lodged in airaK&- 
house snaU be the property of the oocnpier thereof, and ahifl 
be bond fide sold by hun ; and iqKxn sach sale there ahall hare 
beoi a written agreement signea by the parties, or a written 
contract of sale made by a pioperiy legalised peraon, and the 
amount of price stipulated m such dooiment shall hare been 
secored €o the pnrdiaser, every soch sale shall be valid,

AS FOLLOWED IN THE POBT OF LONDON. 



The design of '*The Waterside Practice" is to fam^iarise and 
explain the duties pertaining to the Landing department of Onstoms* 
business, as pursued on the Birer, at the yarious Docks, Qnajs, 
Eiamination Floors, Baggage and Bonding Warehouses, Wood 
Yards, &c., by shewine the nature and use of the sereral documents 
employed, the particumrs required, as well as the mode of comput- 
ing and recordmg accounts of goods and merchandise imported or 
exported. Li accomplishing this object with regard to imports it 
was thought that the natural order of following yessel taia cargo, 
from the period of arriyal, through the suocessive processes as thiay 
arise until the final clearance — accompanying these with all neoes' 
Bsry explanations, forms and examples — was that best adapted to 
answer the end proposed ; whilst all needful information in regard 
to exports will be found following it. 

ShijM^ BeporU. — ^The Master of erery merchant vessel, within 24 
hours of entering the port of arrival is bound to Beport his cargo 
to the Chief Officer of Customs, agreeably to the particulars set 
forth in the 7th section of the Beguation Act. 

Bnitries, Q) — ^The agents, consignees or proprietors of the cargo, 
being advised bv receipt of Bills of Ladin|e, or other intimation, en- 
ter their several goods by passing, when rally cognizant of the eon- 
tents, perfect prime warrants s or, when not sufficiently informed. 
Sight Entries, and obtain thereon an order from the Begistrar at the 
station where the ship unlades, addressed to the Tide-waiter in charge 
of the vessel, to dis(marge the packages specified in the warrant for 
examination by aLandii^-Waiter at some authorised Whar^ Dock, 
or Legal Quay therein named : or to allow them to be examined

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on board by a Landing-Waiter and transhipped ; or, unladen into 
craft for transhipment, when so directed by the order, that oiBoer 
beinff thereafter neld responsible for their proper treatment so long 
as the goods continue m his custody, ^ery Entry sbonld con* 
tain the names of the ship, the master, the-port or porta whenee 
she sailed, the date of entry, together with the name of the person 
or firm entering the goods, also the correct marks, numbers aai 
descriptions of the several packages ; but the particulars reqniied 
of the goods contained therein mil be found to differ, aooordmg to 
the description of Entry made. Entries are divisible into two 
classes, the perfect and the imperfect ; and the former subdivide 
themselves into JV109 Warramis, BUU qf Store, Prime Du^-Faid, 
and Foet, and Frifne Bonding Enitriea, These are all perfi^ctfor tbe 
goods and quantities described thereon. SightSy Dock Ordere, and 
J^mpeffect Warehouainff Entries, passed agreeably to report by mist- 
ers, or owners of vessels discharging at the Docks, Lqgal Quays, or 
Sufferance Wharves for the purpose of clearing their ships, form the 
imperfect class ; and these require to be completed by aubeeqvest 
perfect entries either duty-paid, or Bonding. 

irVoff JSniriee require a correct description of the article as set 
forth in the Customs' Tariff. The 'quantities need not be ^ven, tiie 
amount found upon examination being recorded by the JLandiog' 
Waiter upon the bill used for statistical purposes, but when the in* 
voiced particulars of articles and quantities are entered, the deli* 
yeries ar? much £Eicilitated. When these are not known it is usciil 
to enter an amount sufficient to cover the imporMition Q). 

Entriee htf BUI of Store (<) ta^ made for British goods previoiulT 
exported, and laclong sala Within six years, are returned. Upoii 
these, free delivery is granted, when drawback has not been reoeiTed, 
or, when received, by repayment of the drawback. 

Prime Duty-Paid Warremts should contfun a full description of 
the gobds agreeably to the ratings they are liable to ii\ the table of 
duties, and the precise quantities of each intended to be entered: 
and, should such onantities not suffice to coyer the importation of 
each article, save for com and goods p^yine duty by tal^ a foit 
JEntrtf, referring to the prime duty-paid, and containing like ^ , 
ticularo, may be passed for the differences now ascertainMl to exut. 
Also, when duty is paid in excess on the prime, an Over Entr^^ or 
a Special Certifieaie may be obtained for a return of the amount 
overpaid. For com and taleable articles a second prime entry most 
be passed. 

Prime Bom^lin^ Warrants should contain th^ ^iBual particolsny 
and specify likewise, where the merchandise is to be bonded. Bat 
for the goods, a general description, not necessarily identifying i,hem 
with a pjrpdse rating in the Tariff, will suffice. ^Lfter examination, 
bonded goods are transferred from the custody of the Landing- 
Waiter to that of the warehouse-keeper's locker, and delivery orders

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we granted for them by the warehouse-keeper, on receipt of proper 
"Home Oonsnmption Warrants." " Export Entries," or '* Removal 
notices," for either of which latter purposes, bond is previously 
required to be given to ensure their due disposal. Upon the remo- 
Til of bonded goods from one port to be warehoused at another, in 
iddition to the endorsement on the entry of the quantity of goods 
received, any increase or decrease must be noted; not only of such 
wmay have arisen in transit, but also, whatever may have accrited 
once the original importation of the goods. (^). , For goods so re- 
DOTed and constructively watehoused, an additional bill is required 
from the party entering them, to be endorsed by the Landing offi- 
cers with the above particulars, and transmitted to the Examiner. 

Sights are imperfect BntrieSy designed to enable the merchant, by a 
prerions examination of his goods, in the presence of proper officers, 
tu make perfect entry thereof ; and they are only granted upon his de- 
claration of inability, from lack of sufficient information otherwise so 
to do. With the declaration of the proprietor, or his agent, the face 
of a Sight must bear the usual particulars of the ship, date, &c. The 
'iescriptions of the packages and the contents, however, are taken 
from the Bill of Lading, with which, and the ship's report, they 
fbould agree. They may be, as to contents, of the most general 
kind ; as " Merchandise, " Contents unknown :" or, indeed, left 
Wank, if §0 on the Bill of Lading j therein differing from prime Bond- 
ing Warrants • for although with them, general terms may be em- 
ploTed, such as " Sugar," when embracing varied qualities and ratings 
of that article, or, " Silk Manufactures," when ribbons, piece goods 
tod maDu&ctured articles, all separately rateable, are included ; yet 
if other goods be found not fairly coming imder the general term used, 
they would, in waonehousing entries, be deemed not entered, and treated 
accordingly : but as respects Sight entries no such detention would 
Hi*Qe. Within three '<Mys of the date of examination, perfect entry 
oust be made, or when reason sufficient is assigned by the applicant 
a writing, that he is entitled to the indulgence, a farther extension 
^ time, not exceeding three additional days, may be granted by the 
''iperior officers. Sights are then perfected, by endorsing the exact 
^•^ight, tale, gauge, measure or value of each several rating for the 
lockages home upon them ; and by one or other, or partially by 
'aoh of the different kinds of perfect entry, the whole of the goods 
<''>ntained in all the packages, are at once, or from time to time en- 
'^orsed, and with proper corresponding BlUs, again passed through 
^U' Long Boom of the Custom House, and converted into one or 
more perfect warrants. When the Sight is perfected, it takes the 
''laracter of a perfect Entry, and such goods as may have heen 
"i^iitted to be endorsed, are treated by the officers of Customs as 
^"<?ntered. 

Sight Sntries are permitted to the master and likewise to the 
owner of any ship lying alongside the Legal Quays, or Sufferance

Bo^ 
ing entries exclusively, are entered in JBed^ all other descriptions a 
Blue Boohs; nevertheless, in the blue books are inserted Short 0^ 

ry or abstracts of all Warehousing entries and ezanuuMj 
the information of the Jerquer in checking the returns of ^1 
cargo ; the red books when completed by the Landing Waiter v 
compared by the B^gistrar, being forwarded to the OontroDcn i 
war^ousinff accounts, who thence take charge and iasiie the ^ 
order for delivery of these eoods. When returned by the Itf^ 
in^ Waiter completed, the blue books of each ship and voyage tf 
collected together ; the various documents, such as tiie report, tf 
rants, light^ notes, and Board's papers are collated, and the 9^^ 
carefallv examined by the Begistrar, to ascertain that the oaigoH 
been fuUy dischargee^ and properly accounted for. They aie ^ 
passed to the Jerquer to be finally examined and stored. 

Examinatiotu, — ^An Examination, wholly or in part, of aU goo^ 
imported must be made, excepting those in transit, warohoiued U 
irnmediate transhipment ; and in the assessment for duty, the pn^ 
tice is to take weighable goods at, or as near, a net weight, ss efi 
conveniently be done, r^rd being had to the preservation of tb^ 
goods, and a due dispatch of business. At the Queen's waiebotf^ 
packages are opened and repacked by Custom^ Weigker$s but^ 
where the duty of bringing goods to the scale, and of opening tJtf 
for examination, is done at the expense of the merchant. 

In weighing, the scale should preponderate on the goods' su^ 
except in the case of tobacco, when the weight side should incline

A draft allowance of Ub. also, deducted with tne iSre, is H 
upon packages of Tea weighing upwards' of 281bs. gross, bat wiv 
out reversing the inclination of the scale. 
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III taring, liow^er, s standing beam is always reoeived. On com- 
riition of the work,, all proper deductions baying been taken, and 
fee accoimt made up» it should be left in the particular weight or 
msore^ by which, the article is rated to duty. 

' SvUh»y Diamonds, Fresh Fish of British tahviiff imported in 
htbh Teasels, and Lobsters howerer taken, being admissible wUh" 
lb JEteport or JBhtiry, their examination is record^ in special books 
peach station, lodged with the Registrar. 

iVee Chods (*) now form the more considerable proportion, both 
^bolk and ralue, of thecptmtry's importations, and for them gene- 
idly, the landing accounts of wharfingers and dock companies may 
b9 taken ; whilst for all such imported in bulk to be delivered by 
anft, when the warrant is endorsed by the merchant with his in- 
Mioe weight or tale, weighing or tallying may be dispensed with, and 
fee account fumi8hed,adopted for the official return. Landing officers, 
kowe?er, are enjoined to be as vigilant in their examinations of free 
81 of duty-goods in order to prevent their being fraudulently used 
IB adoak for passing such as may be chargeable ; and the practice 
k, vith those encased, carefully to survey the whole number of 
pckages externally, and, provided the general appearance does not 
pre reason to suspect fraud, to select, as in other partial examina- 
Ikiztt, at least one in ten, for opening. Previous to. delivery, it is 
IHentiaUy necessary that the Landing Surveyor's attention should 
be called to all free goods not imported in bulk, that he may satisfy 
Umsdf of the correctness of each rating, and return and notify his 
flheck examinations and inspection in the official book. 

8igU Entries, — Since no definite intimation of contents is afforded 
bf lights in order to obtain accurate particulars for checking the 
pvftct entry, a thorough examination of each package should be 
Bade by the officer. This is usually done at the same time and in 
w&jrmction with the meorchant or hu agent ; but it is by no means 
HI imperative practice. It is essential that the officer snould make 
Umself fully acquainted with the varieties, quantities, qualities, and 
proper ratings of goods so entered ; and when the Sight expresses 
tbft the goods are to be warehoused for exportation only, each 
pKkage must be opened, but a less strict examination is permissible, 
^ officer in that case, taking care that the perfect bonding entry 
bears a like limitation as the sight ei^try. 

ParUalJEaaminations. — ^Bonding entriesfor exportation only, with 
an endoraement specifying the particular contents of each package, 
both as regards the tariff rating and quantities of every article con- 
tamed therein, are thus treated * A selection of about one package 
in ten, is made by the T<anding Surveyor, and examined by the Land- 
ing Waiter ; and, if found to correspond with the endorsement, the

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whole number is warehoused, and the account rendered, agreeably to 
the endorsed particulars ; but if the contents differ, then the viok 
number of packages should be fully examined and warehoused 
agreealbly to the contents found, as in ordinary bonding entries, i'or 
are goods, warehoused for exportation only, admissible for homecon-j 
sumption, without authority from the Board of Customs, and after 
full examination. Gbods for transhipment, when so reported anil 
entered, are specially treated, as directed by B. M. 18th May, 1850, 
particulars of which will be found fully det^ed in the '^MiscelLuieoa 
Orders." To all goods paying duties ad valorem, the Landing S1]^ 
veyor's attention should be cidled previously to bonding. 

Damaged Goods, — In proportion to the amount sustained, s »• 
mission of duty, is granted upon goods receiving damage during the 
voyage, with the exception of the articles set forth in the 32 sec. 
Begulation Act. (See p. 14.) The claim must be a written one, ouiie 
whllsi the goods remain in the custody of the Crown, and vitliu 
four days of their first examination, saving such goods as have bea 
landed under a Master's Imperfect Entry ; in which case the Board 
of Customs have decided, that four days should be allowed from tls 
time perfect entry was made by the merchant ('), Declarations from 
the proprietor that the goods were shipped in sound condition, and 
from the master (*) that such damage was received after shipment 
and before landing in the United Kingdom, must be appended. 
Such a claim being furnished, the Landing Officers proceed to surrer 
the goods, and agreeing with the merchant, report to the Board ^ 
proportion of allowance to which they consider them entitled; or, 
in case they deem themselves incompetent to determine, or theme^ 
chants should be dissatisfied with the abatement proposed, s Iefe^ 
enee is made through the Collector and Controller to two disinter 
ested merchants experienced in such goods, who survey them asd 
subscribe a declaration of the amount, that in their estimation tlv 
goods are lessened in their true value ; which allowance being sub- 
mitted to the Board and approved, is granted by damage certificate 
when duty has been paid on importation, or deducted from the entrr 
for home consumption, if the goods have been warehoused. * 

Seizures. — B«gular forms being provided, the officer fills up tiie 
proper seizure notes with a duplicate receipt, and sends them vitli 
the goods to the Queen's warehouse. The warehouse-keeper retail- 
ing one receipt, returns the other, which the officer appends to the 
official book. But in important matters, after lodging the goods a 
above described, the circumstances are forthwith communicated to 
the Board in a special statement. 

Goods Uhdervalued.-^Wheji a difference of opinion exists in re- 
gard to the importer's declared value on his goods, the officers de* 
tain them until satisfied as to their exact worth, and on resernoi 
them for the consideration of the Board, should notify to the

And hence the principle of the 
hydrometer — an instrument by which this relatiye quality is easily 
tested. Cordials however, or Spirits mixed wifch Saccharine, effec- 
tually resist the action of the instrument, and its precise strength, 
80 blended, cannot be ascertained thereby. Foil directions for use, 
in the work contaiBing the necessary tables of re&irencQi aecompony 
the hydrometer. 

SpiriU in CasJks are contented and charged to one gallon. Frac- 
tional parts on the strength, are discarded when below, and hare an 
additional gallon charged, when amounting to -j^th parts thereof 
When they are of a less content than twenty gallons however, whe* 
ther rached casks or uHages, duty should be c£urged on the strength 
to the tenth part of a gallon. 

Bottled Spirits are chargeable on strength to the fhirty-seoond 
part of a gsulon, fractional parts being tiucen when exceedlmg, and 
discarded when not exceeding one-half part of a gill. 

Orerproof and undetproof are similariy calculated, separately 
shown, balanc^ and the surplus added to, or deducted m>m, the 
liquid content of the pamel (*) to shew the number of hydrometer 
proof gallons.

Ees DAtore of the important business transfusted in the Searcher's 
tfoes connected with the hiding of outward-bound ships, be it 
lores or Merchandise, may, it is hoped, be readily gleaned irom the 
tDowing observations and descriptions. 

General Semarkf, — Searchers, — ^The Oustcnns' Begulations affeot- 
bg exports and imports diffisr in many material particulars ; and the 
pnctical application of the former is entrusted to a special division 
idficted from the general body of landing officers, designated 

Searches. 

The Searchers superintend the shipment of all descriptions of 
pods exported as merchandise ; exciseable articles upon which 
bounty or drawback is allowed ; and bonded goods, free of duty 
from the warehouses, shipped as stores for the use of yessels pro- 
Neding to f(5reign parts. 

Cargoj outioardf a/nd vrnxurda, — ^As a general rule, vessels are not 
permitted to take in outward cargo, until their inward one be en- 
tirely discharged ; but as many ships will not safely float empty, and 
it is designed to lade heavy goods at the bottom in lieu of ballast ; 
upon certificate being furnished by the Tide-surveyor that the vessel 
ntriires stiffening, and upon entry of the goods outwards, the 
Searchers may issue a stamped note, authorising the receipt of such 
Cirgo before her discharge inwards be completed (*). 

Merchandise-^how exported. — Merchandise is legally exported on 
^let and bill after the following manner : — ^All cockets (except 
tbose for Customs* bounty or drawback goods), must be prepared 
br the exporter, and signed by the collector. Such cockets as form 
ue exceptions above named, are filled up by the cocket writers from 
^ exporter's warrant, and are signed by the Collector and Controller. 
^ all oases of exportation of warehoused goods, bond is required to 
^ given. A warrant for cocket and a bond note must be prepared 
^ the exporter and presented at the Bond Office. When the bond 
u fiilly executed, these papers are returned to the exporter, signed 
^ the Clerk of the Bonds. The warrant and cocket must then be 
taken to the Cocket Office, where they are examined, and the cocket 
tt ligned and returned to the exporter, who then becomes respon- 
lihle for the proper use of the same.

therein for shipment ; and on receiving them from the wskIiol^ 
if found in every respect to correspond with the endorsements ontlx 
cocket and bill, the Searcher permits the shipment. In the event of 
the vessel loading at another station, the goods are deUvered intotiif 
charge of a licensed lighterman or carman. If the former, witlii 
black, if the latter, with a red, pricking note Q), properly signed ffll 
stamped, as authority for the master to receive the goods on bos^ 
his ship, the lighterman giving a receipt on the &oe of the shipping 
bill for the goods he undertakes to convey. On removal by a lioa«(i 
carman, the dandy-note, bearing the exact time of departure & 
dorsed, is given to him ; which, immediately upon arrival with the 
goods, he delivers to the Searcher's Shipping Officer, that a notifi» 
tion on the dandy-note of the precise time of arrival may be nad^ 
whereby the Searcher is apprised how lonff the goods have been s 
transit — an important particidar in determming Sie strictness of liii 
examination previous to allowing their shipment.' 

The cocket, shipping hill, and pricking note, having reached tk 
Searcher, the goods are examined, on the bill and shipped. '^ 
particulars on the dandy-note are compai^ with those on the looker': 
order — ^which, after being returned to the warehouse-keeper, with tbe 
locker's attestation, is forwarded through an official chfuonel to the 
Searcher, who, signing it when correct, returns the order to tl» 
warehouse-keeper, as a notification of the shipment of the goodf, 
that they may be discharged from his books, and the merdhast'i 
bond subsequently cancelled. 

Goods imported/or immediaie transhipment. — ^The merchant hs^ 
duly compiled with the requisitions of the B. M., 18th lilaji l^** 
&c., and given bond accordingly, enters his goods outwards, lodging 
the cocket, bill, bond note, and a copy of the vessel's inward k^ 
with the Eegistrar, in lieu of the Searcher ; obtaining from ^ 
thereupon an order for the discharge of the goods from the tcsss 
into th(B charge of a Tide-waiter, who is on no account to leare hi' 
goods. On arrival at the Docks, or station, the lighterman ormef; 
chant acquaints the Begistrar, who thereupon signing the cocket ao<^ 
bill, with the date and hour, transmits them officStUy to the Seaicber, 
or specially appoints a Searcher for the shipment, who forthvitl-

risits the lights, and satisfyiiig himself as to the identity of the 
goods, &c., by superficial or a partial examination, as the particular 
case may seem to require, issues a pricking note for delivery of the 
goods into the export vessel. When made shipped, the cocket and 
bill are forwarded to the Clearing Searchers by the Searcher. He 
ibo makes a short copy for the kmding account in a blue book, fiir- 
lushed by the Registrar, which, when complete, the latter forwards, 
with his remaining documents, to the Jerquer, to check the trans- 
action. For further particulars, vide '* Transhipmewi Goods" in 
the " MUcellaneous Orders" 

British or Free Goods, — ^British or tree goods are shipped simply 
npon cocket and bill, containing a correct endorsement of their par- 
ticnlars, agreeably to the classified list Q), and a declaration of their 
seTeral values, signed by the exporter or his representative. When 
free goods are to be conveyed by a lighterman to the export vessel, 
ft note prepared by the shipper, bearing the marks, numbers, and 
description of packages, with the name of the vessel, master, and 
port of destination, is presented to the Searcher, with the cocket and 
bill; finding this note accord with the cocket and bill, he stamps 
and delivers it to the lighterman a^ his authority that the goods be 
received on board. 

Stores/or Shipment, — For bonded stores, and goods shipped as 
stores Bubject to drawback, the master or owner signs, in the pre- 
sence of the Searcher at the principal office, a request note specifying 
^urately the goods he requires for the use of his yessel ; and having 
given bond for their proper disposal, a black and red store bil^ 
endorsed with the particulars, are signed by tHe Office Searcher ; the 
former, as an authority to the warehouse-keepers to deliver the goods 
into the charge of the Searcher at the station where they are in- 
tended to be cleared ; and the latter as his permit that such stores 
go for shipment. The further proceedings in respect to locker's 
order, slip, dandy, and pricking notes, are the same in the clearance 
of bonded stores as those described in shipping goods from the 
warehouses. 

Sxamnation, — The examination of goods and stores by the 
Searcher is notified with his initials and date on the shipping bill, 
and it is principally directed to those upon which bounty or draw- 
back is claimed, or to high duty foreign goods from the warehouse — 
snch as spirits, wine, tobacco and segars, tea, beer, hops, books, 
paper, playing cards O, sugar, soap, silks, plate, &c. ; and the circum- 
Btances requiring attention are to check the guage, strength, weight, 
or quality of the contents of packages so inspected : to see that the 
goods be worth the amount of drawback claimed, and with respect

SEABCHEBS' DOCUMENTB. 

Thb paiticalar features of each may be ascertained from the foUow* 
ing descriptions : — 

A SUpfor Bonded Goods is obtained of the warehouse-keeper, and 
should contain particulars of the import ship and date of TOjage; 
also the merchaiit'B name and date of entry, together with full pvti- 
culars of the intended export vessel, marks, numbers and contents of 
packages — ^the quantities being in figures — ^which account must be 
certified by the warehouse-keepir and countersigned by the locker, is 
proof that such goods are in his custody. It is then presented to 
the landing-surveyor of the station, with the bond note, who en- 
dorses theroon his permission to export. 

When constructiyely bonded, and the goods have not reached the 
bonding yards orwarmouses, the landing-waiter must be called 1:^0 
primarily to certify to the correctness of the account, before the slq) 
is presented to the warehouse-keeper, locker, or surveyor. 

A Bond Note is obtained at the Bond Office, and bears on its &ce, 
besides the neoessaiy particulars o$the ship, port, and date of enti; 
outwards, the ratings and values of the different descriptionB a 
goods, to be exportec^ and at the back an accurate endorsement of 
particulars of each package, both being in words at length. It be- 
comes eventually, when ceartified by the landing-surveyor that the 
value stated is sufficient, and bond taken upon it, the warehonse- 
keeper's warrant.

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A WarranUfor Cocket is drawn by the exporter or Iub agent, ana 
slxrald specify in figures, the quantities, ratings, and value — ^when 
paying duty by value — of the goods to be exported ; whether they 
be British, duty free, or bonded ; and with i^ description of ship, 
master, and port of destination, to enable the cocket-writer to com- 
plete his document therefrom. 

A Cocket is the shipper's general entry outwards, and except those 
for Custom's bounty or drawback goods, is prepared by himself. 
There are seventeen varieties of cockets, adapted to different classes 
of exports : such as, — 



British goods free of duty,

A cocket is granted by the Collector and Controller of Customs, 
on production of a wurant for cocket, and certificate (^ that bond 
has been given to export the goods described therein. Transhipment 
cockets are printed in red, and headed " For Transhipment." On 
the face it should bear the names of the ship, master, and port of 
(iestination ; the date of entry outwards, and that of the special 
order by which, under peculiar circumstances, goods are allowed by 
the Board to be shipped irregularly. For bonded goods the tonnage 
of the vessel also is required. Following these should be inserted in 
Sgures the total quantities of the several descriptions of goods, with 
the amount of duty, if any be chargeable. Tiie necessary official 
fignatore being appended, it is handed to the exporter, and he is 
thenceforward held responsible for its proper use. The cocket 
anally embraces all the goods the shipper intends to forward by the 
Tf^sel to which it applies.; but it is not necessary that he shotild 
^hip them together, the same cocket suffices for the whole, with 
separate shipping bills for each occasion, thus : — ^When a parcel of 
?uods is ready — if they be British or duty-free, not claiming bounty 
or drawback — the exporter endorses on the cocket, in words at 
length, the number of packages, their general contents, and for Bri- 
tish, their value j if they be other goods, he describes the number 
and kind of packages, with full particulars of contents, specifying the 
<iuantity, quality, or value, and setting forth their respective marks 
&^<1 numbers in the margin. To every such endorsement he appends, 
<^o in words at length, the total quantity of each sort of goods in 
the shipment, with the total number of each sort of package con-

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taining them, distingaiBhing^all snoli, if anj there be, for bonsty or 
drawback ; and all such, if any there be, subject to duty on exportsr 
tion, or exempt therefrom. When thus prepared and signed by tbe 
claimant, it is forwarded with its corresponding shipping bill to the 
Searcher, by whom the two are compared, selections made, and 
examination recorded on the bill ; and, if correct, the goods made 
« shipped." The bills are then forwarded to the principal Searcher's 
office, and the cocket retained by the Searcher at the station for ao; 
further endorsement the exporter may wish to make in suhaeqiient 
shipments, he being allowed to endorse any portion up to its fall 
extent ; but the Searcher should take care that he does not exced 
this entr^. When the last endorsement is made, and the goods 
shipped, it is forwarded with the bill and all prickii^^ notes to the 
Office Searchers, where the cocket is put on the ship's file for ex- 
amination with the ship's '* Content." 

It should be noticed that all goods not duly cleared as above d^ 
scribed, are liable to forfeiture. 

A Shipping Bill is prepared by the merchant. On its fiioe it is < 
copy, in figures, of the full cocket entiy ; and on the reverse, it bean 
an endorsement of the goods then brought for shipment, specif]fiii| 
the quantity and description of goods in each separate package, wit^ 
their proper marks ; and when for bounty or drawback, a cbim ap* 
pended, duly signed by the merchant, in words at length. If vai^ 
housed goods, the total net quantity must be inserted in words, and 
its correctness attested by the warehouse-keeper, from whose dutod/ 
they are to be deliyered. If British or free goods, an accurate 8^ 
count, specifying quantity, qualitr, and value, classed according to the 
published official list, must be signed by the merchant or his agent, 
with the value only in words at length 0. If Inland Bevenue goois 
liable to drawback, parties claiming thereon must give notice to the 
officer of Inland Revenue, and firom him obtain a c^ificate contain- 
ing a full description of the goods for which drawback is claimed, 
producing it to the Searcher at the time of clearing the goods f). 

The examination corresponding, they are duly shipped, and a ce^ 
tificate returned to the officer of Inland Bevenue by Uie Searcher at 
the principal office, Custom House. 

JBlaok and Red Ships* Store J9t^ contain the particulars of goods 
shipped as stores for the vessel, the quantities being allowed bj the 
Office Searcher in proportion to the number of passengera and crew, 
and the estimated duration of the voyage ('). They, of course, cos* 
tain the names of the ship, master, and place or places of destinatioo, 
together with that of the store dealer or merchant, and the tonoage 
of the vessel. The black bill, in addition, bears the numbers of 

Sassengers and crew. Before signing these documents, the Office

It coa- 
tains particulars of the marks, numbers, and general contents li 
packages, and name and place of the vessel for which they are cer 
tined. The locker also records thereon* the exact time the part^ 
leaves with the goods. 

A Locket^ 8 Order is issued by the warehouse-keeper to the ^ 
in custody of them as his authority to deliver to the bearer tk 
goods specified thereon, when duty has been paid on home ffsr 
sumption warrant, without restriction : but when for export, tbei 
under the particular regulations established by the Hononrabif 
Board for the protection of such goods, which should be notified h 
the warehouse-keeper on the order. 

A Special Svffercmce is occasionally granted by the Board itf 
Customs, permittmg the shipment of goods at an unlawful ^ 
when, from want of accommodation, stress of weather, or other ic*' 
sonable cause, the vessel cannot reach a legal quay to load. 

A Tramfer Entry is made out by the merchant when goods <<>' 
tered cannot be exported by the intended vessel. In such c^ 
within a moderate time, he is allowed to transfer and ship themoa 
board some other vessel. 

A Debenture is a document prepared by the Collector and Con- 
troller, certifying the entry of goods outwards. After the departaJ* 
of the vessel, their due shipment and exportation is certified th^ 
by the Searcher, and returned to the Bench Officers for compntatic* 
and payment of drawback or bounty. 

A Pricking Note is obtained of the Searcher, and used for bond^ 
drawback, and bounty goods. It contains the ustuil particular} « 
the ship, master, and port of destination, with the marks, nnmbtf^ 
and general 'description of the packages. When presented with^ 
cocket and bill to the Searcher, it is stamped by him and forwai^ 
through his Shipping Officer to the master or mate of the vessel, >» 
authority to receive such goods on board, and a receipt is taken fori

[9 and 10 Yict. cap. 99.] 



Foe the purpose of canying the provisions of this Act into 
effect, Eeoeiyers of Admiralty droits (*) are appointed, whose 
names and addresses are to be posted at the Custom- Houses 
and at Lloyd's. All provisions in this Act respecting Ee- 
ceivers to be applicable to the present agents appointed bj 
the Eeceiver-general, and all appointments to be exempt from 
stamp-duty.^ — S. 3. 

Lords of manors or other persons claiming a right to wreck 
or goods found jetsam, flotsam, lagan, or derelict, are to give 
notice thereof to a Eeceiver. — S. 4. 

All persons finding wreck, &c., are to report in writing lie 
particulars of the finding thereof, to a Eeceiver or officer of 
the Customs, and shall place such articles at the disposal of 
the said Eeceiver or officer ; and every officer of the Customs 
receiving such report, shaU forthwith transmit the same to the 
nearest Eeceiver.
